The razor was produc- 
ed shortly after the body of 
Mrs. 


Mills had been returned to its un- 
marked grave in New Brunswick af- 
ter its second exhumation, and after

ELECTION RESULTS 


These are Louisiana, Florida. Georgia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, and 
Alabama. 


Of the 26 other states the Republic- 


ans occupy every single seat at pres- 
ent and there is an extra seat in In- 
diana which is also held by a Repub- 
lican as the unexpired term of the late 
Senator Ralston and which is to be 
filled by the voters at the election next 
Tuesday. 


27 REPUBLICAN SENATORS 


Thus 27 Republican senators are de- 


fending their places. The word "de- 
fending" really does not apply to 15 
states because they are as overwhelm- 
ingly Republican as some of the solid 
southern states are Democratic. So the 
battle really is to be fought for 12 Re- 
publican seats. If the Democrats were 
to gain every-'one of these they would 
control the senate by a. vote .of 51 to 
45. This is the maximum possible at 
this year's election. 


This correspondent is convinced that 


no such result is forthcoming but that 
the Democrats will be lucky lo cap- 
ture six new seats, in which case the 
republicans would retail control by 
El to 15. Indeed this is the maximum 
thf> Democrats can hoje fcr.' This 
could be brought about by the defeat 
of Senator Weller in Maryland, Senat- 
or Ernst in Kentucky, Senator Wil- 
liams in Misouri, Senator Harreld in 
Oklahoma, Senator Cameron in Ariz- 
ona, and Senator Stanfield in Oregon. 
AH these men are Republicans but not 
all of them are by any means certain 
to lose. Off-setting this group, how- 
ever, are five other states where tho 
Democrats have a chance to pick up a. 
couple of seats, namely, in Washing- 
ton, Indiana, Colorado, Massachusetts 
and Nevada. The next Democratic 
gain out of these two groups is not 
likely to be more than six and the 
writer would not be at all surprised if 
the net change were only about three 
seats. In other words so far as organ- 
ization of the senate for committee 
purposes is concerned, the Republican 
party will have the same control it had 
in the first two years of the present 
administration of President Coolidge. 


DOUBTFUL SEATS IN HOUSE 
In the house of representatives, the 


number of seats in doubt is much 
larger and the complete result of the 
election will probably not be known 
for two or three days after the elec- 
tion. Several close contests may be 
expected. But the tide of Republican- 
ism is so strong in the populous states, 
where the majority of northern mem- 
bers of congress are to be elected, that 
a retention of control by the Republic- 
an party can be confidently expected. 
For this, the 
members of congress 


have Mr. Coolidge to thank though he 
has made no specific appeal in their 
behalf. This correspondent has found 
an underlying strength 
for Mr. Coo- 


lidge which is not much less than it 
was in 1924 if the make-up of congres- 
sional delegations were to be regarded 
as the equivalent of electoral votes. In 
other words, the Republicans will re- 
tain the majority of the districts in the 
big states which have the 
heaviest 


electoral votes. 


EXTEND CAMPAIGN

plete their assignments and an ex- 
tension of time was deemed advisable. 


The exact amount of money raised 


to date has not been determined as 
yet and no accurate figures are ex- 
pected to be available until late next 
week when it is expected that the 
final check-up will bo made. 
The 


majority of solicitors have failed to 
turn in very complete reports on 
their work as yet. 
As the week drew to a close, soli- 


citors were urged to exert their ut- 
most enthusiams and energy to help 
make the campaign a, success. 
The 


city's quota is S4.000 and every cent 
of this amount is needed if the Salva- 
tion Army is to function here as it 
should, it is pointed out. Last year 
only $2.000 was raised and the local 
corps found it extremely difficult 
to 


carry out its work as it felt it should 
during tho year.

THE RECALL IS VICIOUS 


Some labor organizations in Wisconsin 


have passed resolutions approving the 
proposed recall amendment to the Wis- 
consin constitution. \Vc feel sure that the 
action was ill-advised and thai upon a 
more thorough study of the subject labor 
will ultimately take the lead in fighting 
the very thing" it has approved. Labor as 
a whole is too intelligent to be 'deluded by 
socialistic theories and fantasies into dis- 
carding the well proven, clean and orderly 
system which we now have. 


Is there anything the matter with Wis- 


consin courts? Is there any reason why an 
attempt should be made to intimidate 
Wisconsin judges? Are we not well satis- 
fied with our judicial system? Our own 
history plainly proves that the people are 
contented with it and rightly so: 


Most of our judges in Outagamie Coun- 


ty have died in office, which is only anoth- 
er way of saying that their conduct of the 
judicial positions entrusted to them has 
met with the approval of the people. We 
have had few examples of good citizen- 
ship, of plain, democratic and honest men 
in places of public trust such as the three 
judicial positions in the count}-. The same 
history is general throughout the state. 


But the bad part about the recall in re- 


lation to the judiciary is that, instead of 
having- judicial officers entirely indepen- 
dent of the control or influence of pow- 
erful people, and particularly wealthy 
people, it will make them weigh the pos- 
sibility of advantage or disadvantage to 
themselves in their decisions and rulings. 
Not only that but they would be subject- 
ed to the constant annoyance of repeated 
, elections every time they incurred the dis- 
pleasure of a powerful person, corpora- 
tion or group which would be- clever 
enough to disguise its own action through 
the use of dummies. The result would be 
that the best qualified men would not take 
office and the standard of ability, where 
ability is most needed, would be material- 
ly lowered. 
"- Furthermore,J"the recall by uhdermin- 
, Ing the independence of trie judiciary 
'could not fail to draw it into politics. 
^Throughout -its history Wisconsin -has 
\kept its judiciary out of politics by su'r- 
"'rounding it with those safeguards which 
••eliminate partisanship and other un- 
-healthy influences. To subject it to the re- 
• call would serve to draw it jnto politics 
^during the following elections. No.candi- 
ijdate for judge could fail to take account 
lof elements and factions which have a 
".special interest to promote or a grievance 
Jto satisfy. It would to a large degree draw 
^the judiciary down from its, present high 
•^level to the level of sheriffs,- -legislators 
Jand local offices that are steeped in poli- 
••tics. 
* At a meeting of the bar association of 
^Outagamie county a resolution in opposi- 
tion to 'the recall amendment was unan- 
imously adopted. The same thing has oc- 
Jcurred in many other counties. The bar 
wof Wisconsin as a unit is against the 
^amendment. The bar is made up of 
Jawyers who represent every kind and 
Jshade of litigant, rich, poor and whatnot, 
Jas well as every defendant charged with 
Jtransgression of law. Their opposition to 
Jthe amendment is based on the absolute 
Conviction that from the standpoint of law 
and justice the judiciary as it exists is 
liealthy and sound, serves the public in- 
terest in the best possible way, and that 
•ts integrity, fairness, independence and 
Siprightness would be gravely threatened 
\>y the proposed amendment. 
J In these days of changes and amend- 
Jnents it is wiser to cling to at least some 
|>f the great principles underlying the 
government of our fathers, and surely, 
Jnost of all, to the cleanest and best part 
jpf our governmental system, the 
ju- 


diciary. " 
« Most matters of governmental policy or 


principle that arise and arc submitted to 
the people present questions upon which 
minds may reasonably and honestly differ, 
but the recall as applied to judicial offi- 
cers is so bad, so entirely bad, that. the 
question does not present two sides. 


COOLIDGE AND ADVERTISING 
President Coolidge in addressing the 


American association of 
Advertising 


Agencies at Washington accorded adver- 
tising perhaps the greatest recognition it 
has ever received at the hands of a dis- 
tinguished public official. The'president 
gives advertising a leading role in the cre- 
ation of modern American prosperity. He 
described it as "the life of trade" and as 
the foundation "for much of the success 
of the American industrial system." 


Mr. Coolidge drew attention to the fact 


that mass production has done two great 
things for American industry, one of 
which is to establish its world pre-emi- 
nence, and the other is a constant reduc- 
tion of costs. But mass production is only 
possible where there is mass demand, and 
this, according to the president, has been 
created "almost entirely through the de- 
velopment of advertising."

proportions or have made its financial suc- 
cess without engaging heavily in advertis- 
ing. The\same thing applies to the local 
producer and merchant. All of those 
which lead and expand and grow are 
strong advertisers. In fact, consistent, in- 
telligent, aggressive advertising is the 
key to the success of every mercantile and 
industrial business. Ultimately it will ap- 
ply to the products of agriculture as well, 
just as it is being applied today to the 
products of horticulture. 


Advertising, therefore, as the president 


points out, is not an economic waste, for 
it "ministers to the true development of 
trade." Its indirect force in the business 
world is to reduce production costs, create 
mass demr.nd, which is the main support 
of our domestic market, and to preserve 
and increase the high American wage 
scale. Advertising has become a great and 
•a fine art. Its possibilities are unlimited. 
It requires skill in its preparation and 
judgment in its use, but there is nothing 
of merit which proper advertising cannot 
sell in large and ever-increasing volume. 
It is today axiomatic, as the president in- 
fers, that every commodity is marketed 
and every business developed in propor- 
tion as it is soundly and wisely advertised. 
The true index of successful merchandis- 
ing is intelligent advertising.

CHRONIC CARBON MONOXIDE GAS 


.COISONING 


Even nitwits nowadays are aware of the dangers 


of carbon monoxide poisoning;-say from the exhaust 
of a gasoline engine running-in a closed garage. 
Only the veriest hootch hounds and homebrew guz- 
zlers now venture to 'go asleep in a room where a 
gas stove is burning without proper flue connection. 
Still a certain toll is taken by carbon monoxide 
among the illiterate population.. It Is a case of the 
survival of the fittest.. - 


Chronic carbon monoxide poisoning is not so well 


recognized, because.it isn't fatal and it is usually 
mistaken for something else-. Practicing physicians 
are nevertheless 
alert- nowadays for-the masked 


signs of chronic-carbon monoxide- poisoning in pa- 
tients who have been much exposed to atmosphere 
polluted by gas engine-exhaust vapors. Among the 
signs which at least arouse suspicion, if the patient 
is of 2>uch a class, are headache, pallor, lowered 
nutrition, digestive -.disturbances and odd symptoms 
which are politely designated as "neurathenic." 


If you happen to - have. an assortment of such 


symptoms about your person, never mind about the 
neurasthenic part—we are all neurathenic as the 


ickens now and again—don't start yelling that 
ou've been gassed.* -"First, have you been exposed 
o gas polluted air long hours every day, like a 
raffie cop in an antediluvian town where automatic 
ignals are new fangeled contraptions? 
Well and 


~ood—or too bad, then the next thing is to go to 
he doctor and let him make a blood test. 
Characteristic thing about the pallor or apparent 


anemia of chronic carbon monoxide poisoning is 
hat when the doctor comes to a count of red cor- 
uscles he finds a high count, a good five million 
r more, right up to the normal number, whereas 


ordinary anemia of such degree as the pallor 


vould suggest the red corpuscles are generally re- 
uced to three million or less per cubic millimeter 
f blood. 
There 
ought to be some blood test even more 


pecific that this, but if. there is I have not heard 
bout it, and up to the present time this peculiar 
eature of distinct pallor yet a high red cell count 
s looked upon as practically conclusive of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. - 
The importance of recognizing chronic carbon mon- 
xide poisoning lies in the fact that once the vic- 
im knows he is being poisoned in that way he 
can change his occupation or atv. least attempt to 
Correct the condition responsible for his impaired 
ealtb. Sometimes that is readily accomplished by 
imple improvement in ventilation, or by the aid 
f electric fans. 
No specific antidote has been found. The victim 
f chronic carbon- monoxide poisoning must win 
jack to health by putting in as much as possible 
f his time outdoors in the sunlight and giving the 
gas a wide berth. In acute carbon monoxide poi- 
oning asphyxiation, as Professor Henderson, has 
hown. a fairly effective antidote is the admimstra- 
ion by inhalation of a 5 per cent mixture of ear- 
on dioxide with oxygen. 
Perhaps an occasional 


ew whiffs of such a mixture would do good in 
hronic carbon monoxide poisoning.

MOTHERS' PENSIONS 
By Frederic J. Haskin 


Washington, D. C. — The United 


States Childien's Bureau has just pie- 
pared a report which contains figures 
and facts to prove that giving aid to 
mothers •with dependent children is an 
economy. The s>tudy made clearly in- 
dicates that home care is both cheap- 
er and better than institutional care. 
It lias also 
been feaid that "home- 


made" children, cared for by their own 
mothers, have the bet>t chance of be- 
coming healthy, normal citizens. 


The chief 
problem now is not to 


"sell" the idea of public aid to moth- 
eis. That has long !>i:icc been done 
and forty-two states now have moth- 
eis>' pension la\sb pioviding for aid to 
children in their own homes. The dif- 
ticulty now is to obtain laigc enough" 
appropriations to raise the standards 
of adminibtiatioii s>o that Hie laws al- 
ready in existence may .-eally mean 
something to the children they were 
intended to benefit. 


So far as legislation was concerned, 


the principle 
of home care for de- 


pendent children met with a more 
icady re.sponse than any other child 
welfaie measure ever proposed. The 
trouble is that in many cases after 
such legislation was passed public in- 
terest lessened and m all but a few 
localities appropriations were insuf- 
ficient to make the new laws really ef- 
fective. 


While there air 1SO.OOO children re- 


ceiving public aid in the home, there 
are between 350,000 and -100,000 who 
are in need of it. 


The extent to which available appro- 


priations meet the need varies in the 
different states. This is indicated by 


I the ratio of children aided to general 
population. New York. Nevada, Cal- 
ifornia, 
Massachusetts, 
Wisconsin. 


sMontana. Minnesota. New Jersey, Del- 
aware, Maine, and North Dakota head- 
ed the list, reporting aid given to 
more than 200 children per 100.000 of 
the total population. The ratio for the

Some 
stairs grant aid to any mother with 
dependent children, while others per- 
mit aid to be granted to relatives who 
are caring for needy children. Six 
states render aid to expectant moth- 
ers, and Colorado even goes so far as 
to c:ive aid to fathers with dependent 
children.

ed an adequate amount in each case,

Several examples of what this home

In the South, it is beginning to be 
realized that despite the low cotton 
prices, the largeness of the crop will 
put a good deal of money into circu- 
lation, "while 
industrial ' expansion 


and diversification of farmiPT in re- 
cent years mean that cotton is no 
longer so important as a source of 
income. Volume of city demand ap- 
pears to be well maintained, there be- 
ing considerable building activity in 
sections where it was delayed in the 
last month or so by rains. 


The 318 reporting softwood mills
